At  tho  time 
of  the  defeat  of  the  Liberal-Conserva- 
tive   admlnlstrntion    In    1SS.3    tho   n»t 
debt  was  therefore  $443,45.'.     At  the 
cloRe   of  the  last  flRcal  year  the  net 
debt  of  tho    Province,   exclnslvo     of 
flontinio;    indebtedness   other   than     to 
bauks,  which  had  not  been  paid,  was 
$2,321,412.00.       The     average  annual 
revenue  since  1883  has  been  upwards 
of  $70,000  more  than  the  average  un- 
uual  n.'vcnue  for  the   five  years  pre- 
ceding the  change  of  tioveruuieut. 

NOVA  SCOTIA. 

In  1882  the  Holmes-Thompson  Gov- 
ernment, a  Conservative  udniiulstra- 
tion.  went  out  of  power,  and  a  L4b- 
eral  (Jovernmcut  suocccdod,  which 
has  continued  to  the  present  time.  At 
the  time  of  the  chanRO.  theh  total 
public  debt  of  Nova  Scotia  wai  $312.- 
700,  and  the  Liberals  have  iucreased 
this  Indebtedness  until  on  the  30th 
day  of  December.  18!)3,  It  stood  at 
.^3.;'.40,809.99,  and  this  Indebtedness 
was  in  addition  to  the  amount  of  $1,- 
284,311  which  on  the  30tii  .Tune.  1S84, 
was  paid  by  the  Dominion,  Govern- 
ment to  the  Government  of  Nova 
Scotia  for  the  purchase  of  the  East- 
ern Extension  Railway.  This  reckless 
extravagance  la  intensified     by     the 


fact  that  unAfT  the  Mb4>ral  ndmlnl»> 
tratlon  tho  nrfngo  annual  revenuw 
wan  1000,000,  Willi*  tlu>  averapr^  an- 
nuni  ti'venuo  under  thn  preceding 
Uovernmeat  waa  only  1545,000. 

QUEBEC. 

When  tho  ConservntlTo  adnilnlstm- 
tlon  went  out  of  power  nnd  the  I-lli- 
oral  administration  of  Mercler  cam<' 
III,  tho  not  debt  was  $11,r!.S!),l07.n. 
During  tho  four  or  five  years  of  Lib- 
eral rule,  which  oontlnued  to  Decem- 
ber the  7th.  1801,  the  net  dt*it  Increan- 
ed  to  $24,288,038.20— or  has  more  than 
doubled.  During  the  Liberal  rule  tho 
Government  had  an  avernge  nnniial 
revenue  of  nearly  $1,000,000  more 
than  the  averngo  annual  revenue  dur- 
ing the  five  previous  years  of  Conser- 
vative administration. 

(2ucbee,  under  Liberal  admluist ra- 
tion, was  dlHgrnced  by  tho  most  flag- 
rant corruption  la  public  finances  that 
any  country  In  civilized  tlmo«  has 
seen. 

Parasites  and  heelers  tolled  every 
contract,  bought  and  sold  positions, 
shared  proceeds  with  Grlf  Miniatern, 
and,  In  short,  held  high  ctrnival.  So 
gross  and  open  became  tho  corrup- 
tion that  tho  Governor  dismissed  Mr. 
Mercler.  and  the  people  overwhelm- 
ingly defeated  bint  in  his  appeal 
thereafter.  The  I^ngellers  and  I'a- 
cfluds.  Tartes  nnd  ".liinuiy"  McShano 
figured  at  this  Ume  In  a  most  unenvi- 
able way.  They  aro  still  hungry,  and 
are  to-day  the  Intimate  counsellors 
and  assistants  of  Mr.  Laurler. 

ONTARIO. 

When  .John  SandfleCd  Mncdonald's 
Government  was  defeaited  in  Ontario 
and  the  LU)ei>ala  came  into  power, 
the  Pi-oviuce  Irad  a  ca.sli  Rnn>lu8  of 
$3,814,510,  apart  from  the  trust  funds 
held  by  the  Dominion  Govornjnent 
I'or  the  Province,  amounting  to  about 
$3,000,000.  There  was  a  debt  llicn 
due  the  Dominion  Governmemt,  but 
this  was  wiped  out  by  the  a-eadjust- 
ment  of  the  Provincial  dclits  in  1873, 
so  It  need  not  be  taken  into  account. 
On  the  finsit  day  of  January.  1S90,

MANITOBA. 

Manitoba  afTorda  another  oxaraplo 
of  Uboml  flimn(!iujr.  Mr.  GTwnway 
took  offloo  In  1888.  Tlio  pxuomlltuni 
thou  wa.9  !fr.20.(»00.  For  last  year 
It  stood  nt  $880,000,  an  Increase  of 
$370,00<).  The  debt  durlnj?  those 
.vea,r.s  Iwns  thrown  from  $2,2'jn,000  to 
$4,500,000.  In  a  word,  it  hiLs  dou- 
blcrd.

Mr.  Petern,  Uhe  Provlaclall  Premlt-r 
In  P.  H.  1.,  only  a  few  dayn  njro 
volctMl  tlil.s  nv>tIvo  for  the  <Ty  "On 
to  Ottawa."  wliicb  all  the  Crlt  Pro- 
miera  have  taken  up.    He  na'f''-— 

"When  the  Lefflsloiture  met  la*t 
year,  they  Ihought  they  were  on  the 
eve  of  R  Dominion  election  and  of  a 
change  of  Government.  Tbi.'»  yenr 
there  could  be  no  mlss-flre  about  the 
general  election,  and  be  hoped  and 
believed  ttot  the  hour  of  deliverance 
from  the  presr-nt  Ottawa  Govermiment 
was  also  at  hand.  With  a  chan^'e 
of  Government  'our  Juflt  claims' 
w«uld  be  paid,  and  this  vmxild!  put 
the  Province  la  a  bettor  flnano'Ial  po- 
fiitlon.  He  eulogized  Mr.  Ijaurler  as 
a  Just  main,  favorable  to  inOToasdng 
the  Provincial  Bubsidlos,  and  hoped 
for  his  eairly  advent  to  power."

works."  This  Is  a  wilful  misr*'pre- 
Hi'Uliitlou;  the  n,ct  under  which  the 
Mb>rals  placed  those  burdens  on  the 
rivoano  hns  boen  repealed  by  tho 
Oonservatlvos,  and  the  present  act 
makes  the  funu  self-sustaiulng  for 
all  now  casofl. 

A  suporannuntlon  system     for    the 
civil    service    \n  generally   considered 
disirable   as   tending   to  proimote  Its 
pfilclency.     In   the   absence  of  some 
such  provision  there  la  a  very  natural 
roluttnnce  to  discharge     old     public 
servants  without  strong  reason,  and 
a  tendency  to  show   leniency  In  the 
case  of  falling  powers  as  lonq  as  pos- 
sible,  while  a  superannuation   allow- 
ance removes  this  hesitation,  as  soon 
an  a  change  Boein,,-i  to  promise  greater 
elllciency,   which  often     means     ali?o 
greater  economy.    Fcr  this  and  other 
rf>nsons,  not  only   governments,     but 
also   banks,   railway    companies,   &c., 
having  large   stafit's  have  estabiishe<l 
and        maintained        superaniiuaUon 
fv.nds. 

Tlie  Dominion  of  ikinada  enacted  a 
superannuation  eystem  fcr  Its  civil 
service  in  1870,  a  rate  of  abatement 
on  olRclal  salaries  being  fixed     that 


little  or  ao  coet  tu  the  country.  In 
1872,  however,  the  unfortunate  «yinr 
pathy  «if  Parliament  overcame  Ita  dis- 
cretion, and  the  abatement  waa  low- 
ered to  one  and  a  quarter  per  cent 
on  Balaries  under  $t!t)0.  and  two  per 
cent,  on  salaries  of  .$000  or  more. 

The  abatement  thua  veduced  was 
Insnfflcient,  wpeolally  in  view  of  the 
rocklessnes*  of  the  Mackenzie  Admin- 
istration In  •uperannuating  prema- 
turely ttt  make  vacancies  for  their 
friends,  and  adding  Inordinately  to 
the  yeara  of  actual  service  In  com- 
puting the  allowance,  so  that  not 
only  no  reserve  could  be  formed,  but 
the  superannuation  fund,  from  the  re- 
ce!pt8  exceeding  the  eipendltures,  nn 
was  the  case  when  they  took  ofllce, 
was  brought,  under  their  administra- 
tion, to  the  position  of  the  expendi- 
tures far  more  than  doubling  the  re- 
ceipt*. 

In   18D3  the  Finance  Minister  pro- 
cured the  enactment  of  a  law  estab- 
llslilng   the   superannuation   fund   for 
all  civil  servants  appointed  thereafter 
on  a  sure  basis,  the  abatement  being 
made  three  per  cent,  on  salaries  un- 
der  $G0O  and  three  and   a  half  per^ 
cent,  oia  salaries  of  that  amount  or 
more,  and  a  fnnd  established,  with  In- 
terest    calculated  to  maintain  a  re- 
serve actually  sufficient  to  meet  fu- 
ture demands.    Thus  the  civil  service 
has  secured  to  it  a  permanent  super- 
annuation system,  while  the  country 
is  ensured  a^rninst  excessive  cost. 

Such  is  the  actual  record  of  the 
Liberal  Administration  as  compared 
with  that  of  the  Conservatives  in  re- 
spect to  superannuation.
